a W ick sm ack w as for years regarded 
as unlucky unless the w ords which fol­ 
low w ere repented by the onlookers: 
Fae rocks an saans, 
An barren Ian's 
Keep’s free, 
Weel oot, weel in, 
WI’ a ’ grweed shot. 
H arm ful If not fatal results are be­ 
lieved to follow the utterance of cer­ 
tain w ords a t sea. The salm on is ever 
a “fine bit fish,” and swine, m inister, 
kirk, bare and num erous other words 
are solemnly interdicted. The presence 
of a m inister in a boat is by m any re­ 
garded w ith grave concern, and it is 
som etim es w ith the utm ost difficulty 
th at a crew can be induced to go to sea 
if a m inister is on board. Those who 
have sailed w ith these half Norse, half 
Celtic fishers m ust have taken note of 
the method adopted to raise the “wun.”

The old Republican party, founded 
Thom as Jefferson, had its most 
vigorous life during the tw enty-four 
years w hile Jefferson, M adison and 
Monroe w ere in the W hite House. D ur­ 
ing these years it completely annihi­ 
lated its opponent, the old Federalist 
party, which w as the predecessor of 
the present Republican party. 
John 
Quincy Adf ms, the sixth president of 
the U nited States, who had a leaning 
to Federalism , w as elected by the 
house of representatives (none of the 
candidates having a m ajority of the 
electoral vote) as a national Republi­ 
can, aud w hen Jackson came in four 
years later it w as as a D em ocratic 
Republican. 
It w as during his tim e 
that tbe latte r half of the nam e w as 
dropped, and the p arty of Jefferson 
took the nam e of the Democratic party. 
It w as not until 1854 th a t the present 
Republican party assum ed the nam e 
which the party of Jefferson and Jack ­ 
son had dropped a quarter of a ceu- 
tury before.—St. Louis Republican.

B ut the clothing cutters explain that 
this accum ulation of grease comes 
from the friction of wool cloth over the 
wood.

A con­ 
scientious republican impelled by the 
loftiest spirit of patriotism, is not 
infrequently called upon to refuse 
to swallow all that a convention of 
his own party presents. This refusal 
is reluctantly and sorrowfully done. 
No one regrets it more than the 
individual himself. When a citizen, 
anxious to fulfill the duties of citi­ 
zenship honestly, is placed in the 
position that he cannot reconcile the 
support ot the nominees ot his party 
with his ideas of good government— 
in other words, when the support ot 
party candidates means the sacrifice 
of patriotism, from his standpoint— 
it is his duty to follow his convic­ 
tions of patriotism. 
The welfare of 
the commoqwealtb is of higher im­ 
portance than the welfare of any 
party. When so placed, a man is not 
a renegade to either republicanism or 
democracy, as the case may be, when 
he resolves as far as he is concerned 
to discipline his party by withhold­ 
ing support from one or more of its 
nominees.

doing.

Railroad Incorporated. 


The Amador Railroad Company of 
California was incorporated yester­ 
day, with a capital of 81,250,000, of 
which 835,000 has been paid íd . 
The 
incorporators are Joseph L. Scotcbler, 
Charles B. Mills, John C. Sullivan, 
Jamss F. Peck, all ot Berkeley; T. N. 
Harvey of Oakland and T. Harnes and 
Louis A. Borger of San Francisco. 
It is the intention ot the capitalists 
interested in this enterprise to ac­ 
quire the lone and Eastern Railroad, 
and to buiid a standard-gauge line 
from the Martell depot eastward and 
northward to Bartons, a distance of 
thirty three miles.—S.F. Chronicle, 
Sept. 30. 
Concerning the projected extension, 
we have it on excellent authority the 
promoters are in earnest about the 
matter, aud have already taken in 
itial steps looking to this movement. 
Charles Erickson, a well known rail 
road builder, was up along the pro 
posed route last week, with a view of 
getting something like an estimate of 
the probable cost of the enterprise, 
and presentmg the same to the com­ 
pany 'There are no engineering diffi­ 
culties of any consequence to contend 
with beyond those usually met with 
in mountain railroading. 
The grades 
are not severe. 
The present line is 
too short a haul, making the operat­ 
ing expenses heavy. 
It would cost 
little more in the way of wages to run 
forty miles than it does now with odo 
third ot that distance. 
And this is 
quite an item. 
The people of the 
eastern section will hail with delight 
this promise 
of railroad lacilities 
being brought to their doors. 
It 
means everything for that country, 
which has really been losing popu­ 
lation for the last few years, owing to 
the suspension ot the lumber industry 
and the bringing in ot mining sup­ 
plies from outside the county, which 
were until iate years brought exclus­ 
ively from 
the timber 
region of 
Amador. 
Those identified with the 
railroad 
are 
men of 
means, and 
abundantly able to tarnish the necess­ 
ary backing to put the road through. 
It would take all of two years to 
build the extension. 


C. H. Grisby, employed by the 
Unitype Company, was in JacksoD 
Saturday, for the purpose of grinding 
a new surface on the Simplex type­ 
setting machine of the Ledger office.

W. Getchell, the proprietor of the 
Prospect, met him in Jaokson Satur­ 
day evening with a conveyance to take 
him to San Andreas. 
The machine 
that does the grinding is a 
wonder­ 
ful 
invention in itselt. 
i It is an 
automatic emery wheel, 
is made to 
revolve around the surface to be 
ground, working 
back 
and forth, 
uDtil the entire hard steel surface is 
brought 
to a prefeotly level 
and 
smooth tace. 
This machine was in­ 
vented tor the sole purpose of fixing 
these typesetting machines.

KILLED 8Y A BLAST. 


A. Zuccone Blown up by Giant 


Powder. 


Native sons are requested to attend 
the funeral of oui late brother, J. A. 
Fregulia, on Sunday, October 7, at 
2 p. ra.

The funeral ot Gilbert W. Brasher 
took place hero Tuesday afternoon, 
after train time. 
He was killed íd 
the Oakland railroad yards by the 
Alameda local. He was a switch traio 
foreman in the yards and was caught 
by the local when he stepped from 
the footbdard of a switch eDgine, and 
was hnrled about 30 feet, beiDg in ­ 
stantly killed. 
Oil Brasher was born in Indiana, 
May 27, 1872, and came to California 
with his parents when a small hoy. 
This town was his home for about 13 
years, and he was married to Miss 
Carrie Trengove here. 
He leaves a wife, four children, a 
father, toar brothers, a sister and 
an aged grandmother.—Io d o Echo. 


A terrible and shocking accident 
betel Angelo Zuccone on his ranch 
near Clinton* on Saturday morning 
last. 
He started off early in the 
morniDg from his home, taking his 
luDoh with him, also some giant pow­ 
der with the intention of blowing up 
.some rocks that obstructed the road­ 
way on his own land. 
He was there­ 
fore not expected to return before 
evening. 
About half-part 8 o’clock 
bis eldest son—about 17 years of age 
—heard 
the explosion of- a blast. 
He paid no attention to it, thinking 
naturally that it was set off by his 
father 
according, to 
his intention. 
About four o’clock iu the afternoon 
Mr Particelli, who bad been hunting, 
came cross Zuccone 
lying on the 
ground, unconscious, and mangled in 
a shocking manner. 
His left baud 
was blown off completely, and other­ 
wise in a terrible plight. 
He was re­ 
moved as soon 
as possible to his 
home, and a doctor sent for. 
He bad 
evidently laid out iu the soorchngsnn 
from the time of the explosion until 
found by the hunters. 
The place 
where the explosion occurred 
was 
some hundred leet 
or 
more from 
where he was fouDd, indicating that 
be was not deprived of consciousness 
immediately after the shock, but had 
crawled that distance toward home 
The surgeon at once saw that there 
was little hope of recovery. 
He am­ 
putated the mangled limb and found 
that pieces of bone from the left aim, 
and shreds of clothing were driven by 
the torce of the blast into his chest 
and neck. 
His right tbigh was a4so 
mangled. 
In bis unconsciousness the 
wounded man 
cried tor help—evi­ 
dently the cry that lingered on his 
lips when he lapsed into unconscious­ 
ness. 
He never recovered his senses, 
and how the mistortnne occurred is 
merely a matter of coniection. 
He 
ingered until Monday afternoon—two 
days and 8 hours after the accident. 
He did not blast the rock or log 
whichever he took the explosive to 
accomplish. 
There were no fragments 
of rock or dirt or wood imbedded in 
his person, which would certainly 
have been the case had he been caught 
in such an explosion. 
It is theietore 
concluded that the powder went off 
as be held it in bis hand, and pro­ 
bably on his reaching the place where 
he intended to woik. 
Death was 
caused by concusión nf the brain and 
loss of blood. 
The hemorrhage was 
considerable during the hours that 
intervened between the accident and 
the finding of his body. 
Deceased was 46 years of age, had 
lived in that vicinity for many years. 
He was a married man, and leaves a 
wife and five children, 
the oldest 
being a boy of 17 years. 
The funeral took place Wednesday 
interment 
being 
in 
tbe Catholic 
cemetery of JacksoD, 
Rev. 
Father 
Gleason officiating.

OCEAN ROPES. 


A M arine P lan t T h at G row s n Stem 
T h ree H undred F eet Long. 
' The largest marine plant and proba­ 
bly one of the highest plants known on 
this globe is a gigantic seaweed, the 
nereocystls, the stem of which has 
been found to grow as much as 300 
feet long. It was first discovered not 
far from the Alaskan coast, but has 
since been found floating In various 
parts of the Pacific ocean along the 
American and Asiatic shores. 
This 
seaweed grows in a very curious man­ 
ner. Large quantities of it are found 
at a little distance from shore and at 
depths not exceeding 300 feet. 
On 
loamy bottoms large thickets of this 
plant take root, and a stem of the 
thickness of ordinary cord grows up­ 
ward. At Its top there Is a pear shaped 
balloon, which grows with the stem, 
and when it reaches the surface of the 
Water It often measures six feet and 
more In length, with a diameter of four 
feet six Inches. This balloon has, of 
course, an upward tendency and keeps 
the stem growing until it floats on the 
Burface of the water. From the top of 
this balloon a large tuft of strong, 
thick, spadelike leaves grow out, which 
originally are uot more than two feet 
long and which grow and split until 
from the balloon a roselike growth of 
from fifty to sixty-five feet in diame­ 
ter covers the water. 
This gigantic 
weed grows In such quantities that 
near the shore large meadowlike Is­ 
lands are formed, which Impede navi­ 
gation. 
The natives of the Aleutian 
islands make manifold u§age of this 
plant From their strong dried stems 
they make ropes 250 feet and more 
long, while balloons of this weed fur­ 
nish them with large vessels after they 
are dried, the smaller ones being used 
In their boats to ball out water. The 
long leaves, after being dried, are cut 
Into narrow strips and used for wicker­ 
work, the making of baskets and simi­ 
lar furniture.

With, by and upon their reindeer.

Lapp who owns a thousand deer Is a 
very rich man; but, as taxes are as­ 
sessed upon the number of deer, he Is 
Inclined to underestimate his herd. 
The most dangerous enemy to the herd 
Is the wolf, who, If so disposed, can 
kill thirty deer In a night. A band of 
wolves can make a rich Lapp poor. 
When the snow Is deep and soft and 
It Is announced that wolf tracks have 
been seen In the neighborhood of the 
deer the swiftest runners on snow- 
shoes prepare for an exciting chase. 
The wolf may have a start of a mile 
or two, but the track It leaves In the 
deep, soft snow Is so prominent that 
the hunters can follow It at their best 
speed. 
The wolf, though he may run fast, 
has but slight chance of escaping the 
short men who on snowshoes rush 
through the wood, dart down steep 
hills and Jump from ledges several 
yards In height. Each hunter does his 
best to outrun the others, for the wolf 
belongs to the Lapp who strikes the 
first blow. 
As soon as the leading 
hunter is close enough to the wolf he 
gives It a heavy blow across the loins 
With his strong spiked snowshoe staff. 
If there are other wolves to be pur­ 
sued. he kills it outright; If not, he 
disables It and waits till all the hunt­ 
ers arrive before giving the death 
stroke.
